Claim 38 and its dependent claims are allowed since claim 38 
recites the steps of obtaining data in a spindle apparatus related to rotation 
of a rotating member in the spindle apparatus disposed within a product roll 
in which the product upon the roll is separated into a plurality of units the 
data representing values proportional to the degree of rotation of the 
rotating member and computing by a microprocessor a set of parameters 
or values from said data. 

Claim 50 and its dependent claims are allowed since claim 50 recites 
the steps of providing a spindle assembly operably connected within a 
product roll, accumulating data within said spindle assembly, the data 
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comprising at least the amount of product pulled from the roll, and 
transmitting a signal comprising in part said data from the spindle assembly 
to a receiver. 

Claim 95 and its dependent claims are allowed since claim 95 recites 
the steps of providing a spindle assembly, accumulating data using said 
spindle assembly, the data comprising at least the amount of product pulled 
from a product roll with a corresponding date and time, and wirelessly 
transmitting a signal comprising in part said data from the spindle assembly 
to the receiver.
